Rights Committee said Tuesday 

Dunng California Free Speech Day (Oct. 1), 
members of the committee publicly exercised their con- 
suituvonal nght to free speech dunng an impromptu 
gathering in the Library Quad 

Committee members, framed against a constantly 
shifting backdrop of listening students, ad-libbed on the 
subjects of apartheid, starving children and complacency 
at CSUS 

You have to take a position. We're willing to put 
ourselves on the line. People have to be willing to get 
out in the forefront,” said Taeisha Weh, one of the 
seven committee members 


Oniginally, the commuttee members had formally 
arranged to speak in the Main Quad near the Student 
Service Center. Organizers of the Career Faire had 
arranged to meet in the Library Quad. (The Career Faire 
is an annual event in which representatives from various 
organizations set up information tables. ) 

However. the committee members saw that more 
Students were gathered in the Library Quad than in the 
Main Quad and decided to hold their meeting there 
instead 


\ccording to Shirley Uplinger, director of student 
development, “Part of it (the speeches) was disturbing 
the Career Faire and part of it was disturbing classes.” 


\ithough committee members spoke without micro- 
phones, Uplinger maintained that they were disturbing 
classes and also had not been authorized to hold their 
speeches in the brary Quad. “They (the committee 
menibers) agreed to the time but not to the place,” 


Uphiger said

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Gardener experience far from short on offensive line

When CSUS center Ken Gardener came to play 
football for the Hornets last year he quickly realized that 
he would have to use his experience to earn a spot on the 
massive offensive line 

At six-foot-one and 255 pounds, Gardener is far from 
being from the land of munchkins, yet because of the 280

When confronted with the question of why he chose 
the life of a musician, Ron Keel, front man for the five-man, 
hard rock outfit that bears his name, states, “It chose me 
Rock and roll is in my blood. Playing music and singing 
every night, it’s everything in the world to me.” If the man 
sounds dedicated, that is because he most definitely is. 

Currently completing the final leg of its first 
American tour, and an album “The Right to Rock” having 
sold over 100,000 copies so far, the band is enjoying its 
first taste of success. However, like most up and coming 
bands, Keel has had a long, hard struggle to get where they 
are now 

Keel was formed in mid-1984 by Ron Keel, soon afier 
he broke up his first band, Steeler. The hard rocking 
Steeler was conceived in Nashville, Tenn., the home of 
many Country/western artists, but home to a very few 
heavy metal bands 

“Needless to say, we definitely stuck out from the 
crowd in Nashville,” laughs Keel 

Quest for a more receptive audiegoe and a record 
contract brought Steeler out of the sticks and into Los 
Ang. les. However, not all was quiet on the western front: 
the band was not working out to Keel’s expectations. So 
he fired them 

“IT was doing all of the writing and telling the other guys 
what to do and that’s not what I wanted,” said Keel. “I 
wanted the same amount of input from everybody, so | 
fired the guys in the original Steeler because they just 
weren't progressing.” 

Soon after Steeler’s first demise, Keel recruited guitarist 
Yngwie Malmsteen, bassist Rik Fox, and drummer Mark 
Edwards and went ai it for a second go-round 





The new and improved Steeler soon put out a self-titled 
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LP on the independent Shrapnel Records label. The album 
sold well, but the band still wasn’t working weil as one 
unit 

“As it turned out,” recalls Keel, “we just couldn't work 
together. We all had different ‘good’ ideas, but we just 
couldn't bring them together.” 

In 1984, Steeler broke up for the second and final ume 
Rumors began to circulate that Keel would be the new 
lead singer for Black Sabbath, replacing the departed 
Ronnie James Dio, who now fronts his own band, Dio 
Nothing materialized with Sabbath. which was just as well 
for Keel who was working on a new plan 

In 1984, Keel was ready to try again to form a band 
This time he had the idea of being a solo performer witha 
back-up band. Keel rounded up Boston-based guitarist 
Mare Ferrari, drummer Dwain Miller and bassist Kenny 
Chaisson from Anzona as well as local guitarist Brian Jay 
for his new project. As it turned out, the band was just 
what Keel was searching for. He scrapped his solo 
performer idea and continued on as a band 

Afer gigging around LA 
independent LP, “Lay Down the Law,” again on Shrapnel 
Records. Several months later, after being signed to A&M 
Records, Keel approached Kiss 
Gene Simmons with the idea 
Keel’s nexi vinyl 
headed back to the studio

Ancient cities 
revealed in dig

Imagine sifting through the ruins of a 4,000-year-old 
israeli city, each day looking at artifacts and architecture to 
uniock secrets of the city’s past 

Students and volunteers from the Sacramento area 
have accompanied CSUS anthropology Professor 
Howard Goldfried on this expedition each summer since 
m | 980. Goidfried co-directs the Tel Dor Project. Five years 
ago he joined an international group of archaeologists and 
educators whose purpose was to excavate the ancient city 
of Dor, situated on Israel’s Mediterranean coast 

Dor was occupied from 2700 B.C. through the ume of 
the Crusades in the thirteenth century, says Goldfried. The 
city was occupied for so long because of its harbors and 
B close proximity to one of the few mountain passes in the 
area. The site of Dor is unique in that it has not been 
covered with modern buildings, which gives archaeolo- 
gists only small plots of land with which to work. Dor 
covers about 40 acres, 

“Here we have a totally empty map,” Goldfried said 

The site of Dor is a place of wonder for archaeologists 
because they are able to study at least four different time 
periods without restrictions on space 

“One city is built on top of another. Most of the 
rebuilding is what we call urban renewal today. This is one 
place where we can learn about Phoenician society,”

The “we” whom Goldfried speaks of is not a group of 
future archaeologists. It is a group of about 60 people 
between the ages of 16 and 72, representing all walks of 
life. They come for many reasons. Some wani to see Israel,

“What a lot of them really want to do is rediscover 
yesterday,” said Goldfried. 

Goldfried believes that the wide age range makes for a 
more interesting expedition. He says that when people 
work together on a project such as this, “people make 
friendships in the course of one summer that last from then 
on.” 

Each summer, Goldfried takes a different group to Tel 
Dor, except for the few people who have joined the 
expedition several times. The trip lasts for seven weeks, 
though some group members stay only three. The group 
spends the first week in Jerusatem, sight-seeing and « 
visiting museums. They spend the remaining six weeks at 
the excavation site, working about seven hours a day. The 
project will last twenty years due to the immensity of the 
site 


Goldfried says that, though the work is hard, it is worth 
it for the satisfaction of being in the midst of ancient 
architecture and artifacts, 

The total cost of the expedition is about $3,000 per 
person. Students can earn up to 10 units of college credit 
on the trip. 

No matter what the cost, Goldfried believes the 
experience can be beneficial to anyone who wants to try 
something different.

animal use from the departments of 
psychology and biological sciences 
took 15 minutes to review and 
approve the requests without much 
discussion 

In an effort to save time, public 
discussion on the protocol was de- 
layed until the end of the meeting 
when the protocols were already 
approved. The committee allowed 10 
minutes at the end of the meeting to 
hear the complaints of the animal 
rights group 

Dr. Nedim Buyukmibci, scientific 
adviser of the animal rights group, 
was there to offer possible alternatives 
to animal use 

“You spent 15 minutes making 
decisions on animals’ lives,” Dr 
Buyukmibci told the committee. “I 
think it is pretty arrogant of you that 
you don't examine the issues more 
carefully.” 

“People (students and the outside 
community) have done their best 
trying to work with you, and you

mibci said. 

During the meeting the committee 
voted against the proposal for having 
a Student representative in the com- 
mittee, again without a discussion. 

“I am appalled that you refuse to 
have a student on your committee,” 
Dr. Buyukmibci said. “What are you 
trying to hide? As a teacher, I thindk it 
is essential to have student input.” 

The CSUS Animal Rights Group, 
which consists of a handful of stu- 
dents, was formed last semester in an 
effort to control the number of 
animals used in CSUS classes. 

“We are trying to educate the 
people about the way some of the 
animals are being used. Some of it is 
really frivolous,” Wendy Gunn said. 

Angela Gallia, a registered nurse 
who is taking nursing classes at 
CSUS, said, “The animal use in the 
nursing department could be detri- 
mental to the students when they join 
the work force.”

ASI encourages Hornet Foundation boycott

A resolution calling for a boycott 
of the Hornet Foundation due to 
South African-related investments is 
now circulating in the Student Senate. 

“We need a lot of students behind 
us to help support the cause,” said 
Associated Students, Inc. Sen. Thabiti 
Yahya. He said CSUS “needs to 
follow oer college efforts” in sup- 
porting anti-apartheid movements, 
including withdrawing investments in 
South Africa. 

Senate resolution 85-13, intro- 
duced by Yahya and Sen. Marbella 
Sala, encourages students to boycott 
the Hornet Foundation on Oct. 1, 
which has been designated Interna- 


tional Protest Day Against Apartheid. 
Sen. Marcus Kelly explained that the 
boycott would be a “social statement” 
against apartheid. 

Many American colleges are 
closing out their South African 
investments. According to an Asso- 
ciated Press article in The Sacramento 
Union, “sixty-one schools have sold 
nearly $300 million in South Africa 
holdings since Hampshire Col- 
lege in Amherst, Mass. became 
the first college in 1977 to adopt 
a South Africa-free invest- 
ment policy.”

Although such small victories are importantyitis the — 
major triumphs that give domestic violence activists 
hope. Senate Bill 1472 is one of those big victories. 
Recently signed into law, the bill requires peace. 
officers to receive extensive training in how to respond - 
to domestic violence calls. Instruction programs must 
be designed to give officers a better understanding of 
the domestic violence problem. and teach them how to 
minimize the likelihood of injury to themselves and to 
battered women. It will also require — for the first time 

-- that local police departments keep accurate statistics 
on domestic violence for their area. Currently, 
according to Jones, statistics are kept on a fational 
level. 


Such legal changes are vital, but so are alterations of 
attitides if we are so willing to accept comic strips 
condoning domestic violence. Perhaps you think Pm 
being picky. perhaps you think I should loosen up and 
laugh at this vicious and demeaning humor.

Robert Bess, vice president, Opera- 
tions and Finance. On July 10, 1985 
the Trustees of the California State 
Universities, with Governor Deuk- 
mejian in attendance, passed a resolu- 
tion, “That the Board approve funds 
in an amount sufficient to provide a 
compensation increase of approxi- 
mately 7.5 percent . . . effective July 
1, 1985,” for student assistants 


Alsc. on September 10, 1985, a 
memo from the CSUS payroll office 
confirmed this resolution to the 
student assistants. 


However, we (student assistants) 
were informed in a memo on Oct, | 
from Bob Bess that our pay increase 
would only be 6.5 percent. The memo 
skirted the issue of retroactive pay. 
When we called Bob Bess’s office, on 
Oct. 1, we were told there would be 
no retroactive pay, but that our 
increase would be effective Oct. 1. 
This means that we lose about $100 
each that the board of trustees ap- 
proved for us. Overall, student assist- 
ants who qualify will lose thousands 
of dollars in this deal.

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| Choosing a health club—an exercise in caution

America is in a fitness craze. 

People are jogging, jazzercising and 
Joining health clubs all for the sake 
of their bodies. But this exercise isn’t 
as toned as it may seem. Lifetime 
memberships are worthless when a 


club goes bankrup?. Sprained ankles, 


pulled muscles and shin splints take 
a toll on the body. So, is this exer- 
cise game really worth 11? 

Fitness clubs are springing up 
and closing down everywhere. Join- 
ing clubs that only offer long-term 
or lifetime memberships may not be 
the best bet, especially for students 
Two years after joining, a student 
may have moved and a lifetime 
membership may be worthless in 
another city or state 


Kinetics and Touch of Jazz II 
stnctly aerobics studios, offer a solu- 
tion to membership fees and con- 
tracts. Paying on a daily or monthly 
basis ensures that the money in- 
vested in exercise is well spent. This 
also saves the guilt of not going 


often enough after paying member- 
ship fees. And club hours fit the 
often irregular student schedule 

International Fitness Center 
offers swimming, raquetball, weights 
and aerobics. But if your main rea- 
son for joining a health club is the 
aerobics, then a place that special- 
izes in aerobics may be a better 
alternative 

These days shin splints seem as 
common as the flu. The culprit? 
Poor instruction and poor condi- 
tions while aerobicising. 


Most health clubs now require 
their instructors to be certified, but 
the type of certification varies. Ki- 
netics requires their instructors to be 
certified by the Aerobics Fitness 
Foundation of America, or an or- 
ganization similar to AFAA. After 
the weekend-long seminar, the stu- 
dents are required to pass three dif- 
ferent tests before they are certified. 

Touch of Jazz II trains their in- 
Structors twice a week for three to 
six months before they start teach- 
ing, $0, the type of certification var- 
ies from club to club. 


After finding a qualified instruc- 
tor who stresses safety in classes, 
check the condition of the room. 
What are people jumping on? Lino- 
leum, cement or a layer of carpeting 
over cement? 

“Three times a person's bod) 
weight is asserted when they jump 
of run on a non-resiliant surface 
hat shock is sent through their 
body,” says Quinn Delaney, co- 
owner of Kinetics, who advocates 
Kinetics’ shock-absorbing, hard- 
wood spring floor. “This weight is 
absorbed by the floor. It’s been very 
good at preventing shin splints and 
lower-leg injuries.” 

Prospective members should visit 
a health club during the hours they 
plan to be there. Is it too crowded? 
A check of size and location of the 
exercise floor should be made. The 
class sizes and what employees are 
doing should be taken into 
consideration 

Once a suitable club is found, 
make sure the investment is worth 
it. Is it safe? It ts comfortable? If the 
answer is yes, it’s in good shape

Student Health Service (SHS) on 
campus is much more than an 
emergency care facility. It promotes 
physical and mental wellness, prey 
enuive measures against illness and 
injury as well as providing outpa 
vient health services for ail currently 
enrolled students at CSUS 

SHS is located in the Student 
Health Center between the J street 
entrance and Judah Way. The cen 
ter is a non-profit, state-funded or 
ganization and Operates as a prepaid 
health plan that is automatically in 
cluded as part of a student's fee co! 
lected at the beginning of each 
semester 

Specialized services available at 
SHS include: Allergy desensitization 
(antigen injections can be given at 
the center), acne and dermatology (a 
referral dermatologist ts available) 
birth control (twice-weekly informa 
tion sessions are held), cardiopul 
monary resuscitation (CPR ) (classes 
are held once a month in October 
November and December}, immun 
avons (rubella and others are ad 
ministered), guintion (primarily in 
formationai, drop-in Monday and 
Wednesday 11-3, Tuesday and 
Thursday t-3), optometry, preg 
nancy counseling, wart cline (Tuc 
day is the big removal day) and a 
wellness program (student's lifesty! 
examined in four component pa 
let, fitness, deep relaxation and 
elavionships) 

The healtn care providers on 
staf at the health center include 
physicians, nurses, health educator 
pharmacists, social workers, nurse 
practivioners, psychologists, couns« 
lors, physical therapists, laborator, 
and ‘-ray technologists, consultant 
clinical aides, clerical staff and 
LO rmnstrators 

Students are encouraged to tak 
advantage of the center's psycholog 
ical services. These include a 
women's group, Stress managemen| 
assertiveness group and couples 
group.

Possible reductions in military 
spending and the impact on Sacra- 
mento will be explored in an upcom 
ing workshop at CSUS. The purpose 
is tO acquaint Sacramento govern- 
mental and non-governmental jead- 
ers with ine need for a community 
plan on how Sacramento could 
absorb a dissolved base 

Robert Arellanes, dean of exten- 
ded learning, said the workshop will 
expiore the ramifications and oppor- 
tunities of reduced spending or shifts 
in military contracting away from 
Sacramento. The need for a work 
shop arose from suggestions that the 
military does not need as many bases 
as it has and from increasing occa 
sions of citizens criticizing amns of 
nuclear developments, some focusing 
their protests at local military sites 


The workshop leaders will estab 
lish a planning group with representa- 
tives from the County Board of 
Supervisors, City Council, Chamber 
of Commerce, Central Labor Union 
along with a commanding officer of a 
local military base and an executive of 
@ major military contractor. This 
planning group would meet with 
representatives of CSUS from the 
Departments of Extended Education 
and Economics, Business Executives 
for National Security, Physicians for 
Social Responsibility and Lawyers 
Aihance for Nuclear Arms Control 
These people will pian and make 
format decisions for the workshop 


Arellanes said both community 
groups and university personnel will 
need to participate. He stressed the 
need for a nonpartisan view and 
“spint of objectivity” for the work 
shop 

some people fear that the safety of 
the United States may be jeopardized if 
military expenses decrease, but Arel 
lanes said that the “country will not 
Suffer in security due to base clo 
sures.” 


Students abroad 
face money woes

Money is the primary concern of 
US. students who study, travel and 
work ab.oad, according to a 1983 
survey by CSUS and the Council on 
Educational Exchange 

Survey results, which were pub 
lished last May, indicate that most 
Students made tnps of one to three 
months. Because very few of them 
maintained paying jobs during that 

time, they relied entirely on their 
family or personal savings for finan 
cial support 

Research also indicates, however 
that universities nationwide have 
responded to increased student inter 
est in international travel by provid- 
ing financial assistance. According to 
Jolene Koester, associate professor of 
communication studies at CSUS and 
chief researcher of the CIEE survey 
the amount of financial aid provided 
by universities was surprising 

“The number of students who 
benefited from scholarships and 
grants was a very significant finding,” 
she said 

Most students accepted the finan 
cial burden of international travel 
because of their desire to learn more 
about other cultures. They visited 
foreign countries in order to add a 
hew dimension (o their education 
They also believed their international 
experience would help then get a job 
in the future 

The CIEE has contributed to the 
field of educational exchange for 37 
years. The organization began its 

study of U.S. students abroad in 1983 
According to Koester, there is little 
information on these students 

In 1983, a questionnaire was 

included ia the application for the 
international Student Identity Card 
which entitles students to a vanety of 
discounts around the world. The 
questionnaire asked four basic ques- 
tions: Who are these students? What 
is the nature of their international 
experience? What are their motiva- 
tional and behaviora! characteristics? 
How do those with prior international 
experience assess the impact of that 
experience? 

Koester said the answers to these 
questions will help provide informa- 
tion for educational institutions and 
their international exchange pro- 
grams so they can make better use of 
their human and financial resources 


The goals of the workshop will be 
to make the participants, and through 
them, other Sacramentans aware of: 
@ the extent of Sacramento's eco- 
nomic dependence on its military 
installations 
@ the skills held by people employed 
in military installations and contract 
industries 
@ the balance of federal taxes ex 
tracted from Sacramento and the 
return of federal funds to Sacramento 


® the degree of stability and instabil- 
ity of military spending and the impact
